Condemns V essels' Straight Stem*. 
Cart. A. H F. Young, who Intone of 
the best-known shipping officials of 
the British board of trade, has reoejit- 
ly caused considerable discussion to 
this country by hts remarka on the 
subject of ship designs and his asser­ 
tion that the straight stem , which Is 
found In the most modern cargo Tea­ 
sels. had been the cause of greater 
loss of life at sea than submarines
